Tho park department as well as 


the municipal council is lo be co:> 
jratulaied upon ihe success of the 
public bath system, opened on the 
banks ol' the Merrimack, above Paw- 
tucket falls. 


For over a quarter century The 


Sun had been advocating a system 
of public baths, and it is now per- 
haps twenty-live years ago since a 
little wooden »h;tck was construct- 
ed on tiie hank of the river, near 
tho present bathhouse as a dros'mg 
room for tbo.-e who went in balhim: 
there.

sult that every year there were from 
six to twelve drownings. 


An effort was made lo compute 


the actual number of ilrowning.s in 
the local waterways and it was 
.found that over a thousand lives 
were lost altogether, counting not 
only those who were drowned while 
bathing,—and they constituted the 
majority—but 
those

.p«ared through the ice while skat- 
ing. 
The average was about one 


"drowning n month, a heavy toll to 
pay for the lack of public baths 
and a skating park in winter. This 
was shown by ihe actual count o£ 
the drowiungs from 190R to 1913, 
both included, the numbers, for the 
years in order being 7. 14, S, 17, 11 
-10, 14, 13, making; a total of 94 in 
eight years. 


The opening of Shedd park for 


skating purposes in the winter was 
a great 
help 
toward 
preventing 


drownings in the winter season. The 
public bath house will save a grea 
many lives that would otherwise he 
lost and" in this respect as well a= 
from a sanitary point of view, it is 
a wise, investment.

For over a quarter century The 


SUB had-been advocating a system 
of public baths, and it is now per- 
haps twenty-five years ago since a 
little'wooden shack was construct- 
ed on the bank of the river, near 
the present bathhouse as a dressing 
room for those who went in bathing 
tier*. 
Part of il was over the 


water and our recollection is, that 
the structure was finally broken up 
by a flood. 
Several attempts were 


made at 
different 
times to es- 


tablish 
public 
baths 
and 
com- 


mittees were appointed hy the city 
council 1'or that purpose. 
These 


committees contemplated the par- 
chase of expe:i.-ivc 
property 
on 


Middle street or elsewhere to be 
remodeled .lifter the plan of public 
baths in other cities. . Reports in 
favor of such schemes were made, 
but never adopted so that it re- 
mained for the city government o£ 
last year to decide upon a definite 
building plan 
prouding 
for 
the 


system nov in operation. 


The popularity of the public bath 


house has more than justified the 
«pense. 
It had long been a reflec- 


tion on our city that although two 
great rivers join their waters at tbe 
centre of the business district and 
although we have a great canal sys- 
tem, yet we never before had ' a 
real system of public baths. 


Our people by thousands went lo 


the beaches and adjacent summer 
resorts to enjoy bathing, because

League of Nations.

conditions o£ this mandate, so far 
as announced, indicates 
that 
the 


Syrian people must accept the rule 
of France, must adopt the French 
language and currency instead of 
the language and the form of cir- 
culating medium now in use. 


We bad supposed that the man- 


date imdej the League of Nations 
was intended to protect the weak 
nations rather than to force upon 
them a system of tyranny. 
It must 


be utterly repugnant to any ancient 
people such as the Syrians to be 
obliged to abandon their own lan- 
guage and adopt that of another 
people wholly foreign lo them and 
apparently unnatural. 
We do not 


think ihe order is just and if it is 
a sample of what is meant by the 
mandates to be exercised under the 
authority of the League of Nations 
then the mandates are likely to be

with 
vigorous 
resistance as 


being utterly opposed to the prin- 
ciple of self-determination.
